The treasury reported today that 
early Income tax payments wore 
running 58 per cent ahead of a 
year ago under the now defense 
tax system which requires more 
Americans to pay more taxes than 
over before.

Deductions for losses aro divided 


into four classes, and to be allow- 
ed must follow closely the word- 
ing of the Income-tax law. Losses 
are deductible if incurred (1) in 
the taxpayer's trade, business, or 
profession; (2) in any transaction 
entered into for profit; (3) from 
fires, storms, shipwreck, or other 
casualties, or from thett; and (4) 
from wagering transactions. 


Business losses result, 
usually, 


from the purchase 
and sale of 


merchandise. Such losses usually 
are ascertained by means of in- 
ventories, 
which 
are 
required 


whenever in tho opinion of the 
Commissioner of Internal Reven- 
ue their use la necessary to de- 
termine the Income of any tax- 
payer, 


The term "transaction 
entered 


into for profit" means any kind of 
business proposition. For example, 
a taxpayer purchases an automo- 
bile to be used solely for business 
purposes, and which Is sold at a 
loss. As this Is a business propo- 
sition from start to finish, the loss 
Is deductible, subject to the limita- 
tions of lection 117 as amended. 
But If he had purchased the auto- 
mobile to be used for pleasure or 
convenience, the deduction would 
not be allowed; it was not a trans- 
action entered Into for profit. 
A loss sustained in tho theft of 


an automobile purchased for pleas- 
ure or convenience is deductible 
as It falls In class 3. If, because 
of faulty driving but not of "will- 
ful 
negligence," 
an 
automobile 


maintained for pleasure Is dam- 
aged, the taxpayer may claim the 
meaning of the world "casualty.1 
Where damages result from tho 
faulty driving of an 
automobile 


with -which the automobile of the 
taxpayer collides, the loss occa 
sioned the taxpayer likewise is de- 
ductible. 
Losses from wagering transac- 


tions, whether legal or illegal, are 
deductible only to the extent of 
gains from such losses over the 
gains is not deductible.
